Previous to his address, Mr. - Mit- 
chell, commented on the present Sta- 
bility of the national financial situa- 
tion. Danger through géneral infia- 
tion some months ago had been avert- 
ed and business conditions all over the 
country have returnéd to a normal 
and sane foundation, he stated. 

In his formal address, Mr: Mitchell 
emphasized practical education as the 
real solution to problems of business 
confronting the younger generations. 

“Modern studies have more: and 
more to do with the business of mak- ; 
ing a living.” he said, “and if anyone | 
is inclined to think of this as a com- 
paratively sordid, materialistic, and 
unworthy purpose, let him consider 
what the condition of the masses of the 
people would be, with the population 
of the world what it now is, if the 
means and methods of supplying our 
wants were no different from those 
in use even a hundred years ago. 

“he intricacy of the present sys- 
tem of human relations creates the 
chief need for schools in which tom- 
merce. industry, banking and the va- 
rious features of business are the spe- 
cial subjects of the day.”

In this connection, he praised the 

urpose behind the erection of Lowry 
hall on the Oglethorpe campus, which 
is to he the new home for the school 
of business of the university. Ground 
for the new building was broken, 
with fitting ceremonies, Thursday 
morning.

“The official who undertakes to 
enforce these laws, whether he be 
called fire marshal or anything else, 
should be selected for his fitness for 
the position and not for any political 
reason,’ Mr. Schoen said.

IN FORT KILLING: 


Private James Herndon, of com- 
pany I, 22nd infantry, Fort Mce- 
Pherson, who shot and instantly kill- 
ed James O. Stapp, ex-soldier, 
Wednesday night in the guard house 
at the fort, will be given a hearing 
before a general court-martial within 
the next ien days, according to an an- 
nouncement by Captain G. C. Graham, 
temporary commander of the fort, fol- 
lowing an inquest Thursday morning 
into the killing by a military board of 
inquiry. 

Testimony given at the inquest by 
ubout 20 witnesses, including eight 
eye-witnesses, revealed extenuating 
circumstances in the case, Captain 
Graham. said, The witnesses tésti- 
fied that Herndon acted in self-de- 
fense when Stapp advanced on him 
with his hand 1m his: hip-pocket. fol- 
lowing alleged threats and attacks on 
Herndon’s life by Stapp. 

The military board of inquiry ac- 
tion was similar to that of a coroner's 
jury In civil procedure, — viewing the 
body at H. M. Patterson & Son’s es- 
tablishment, and taking testimony 
from witnesses in an investigation of 
the case, Captain Graham declared, 
the board having no authority to exon- 
erate the man of blame. The board 
reports its findings to the commander 
of the fourth corps area. 

Stapp was struck by five bullets 
which made six holes, one in the ab- 
domen, two in-the chest, one each in 
the hip, arm and foot. He died in- 
stantly.. The weapon used was a U 
S. government .45 caliber Colt auto- 
matic, using steel-jacket bullets. 

The body was taken to Buford. Ga. 
Thursday noon, and the funeral and 
interment will be today.

Complete Victory. : 

The decision upheld the contention 
of Mr. Holder in every detail, over- 
ruling Judge Malcolm D. Jones, of 
Bibb superior court, before whom the 
case was argued, in his action in dis- 
missing the Holder mandamus peti- 
tion to compel the other members of 
the board to recognize him as chair- 
man. It sustained Judge Jones in 
striking that portion of the defend- 
ant’s answer to the petition which 
purported to allege cause for removal 
of Mr. Holder from office. On this 
point the decision reads: 

“In the light of what has already 
been said, the judge did not err in 
striking the defendants’ answer. As 
the governor did not have any power 
to remove the plaintiff from office, 
it would be irrelevant whether or not 
there was cause for his removal by 
some competent authority authorized 
by the constitution and laws of the 
state to deal with the subject.” 

Governor Powerless. 


After stating that a mandamus peti- 
tion to compel the remaining members 
of the board to recognize Holder as 
chairman was the proper legal course, 
the supreme court decision reads: 

“The governor of this state has no 
inherent power to remove a public 
officer and he can only do so where 
the power is expressly given, or arise» 
by necessary implication under the 
constitution or the statutes of the 
state, and where the constitution or 
statute authorizes appointment by the 
governor without any fixed tenure of 
office, the appointment is at the will 
of the governor and may be revoked 
at his pleasure. But where the ap- 
pointment is by the governor under 
a statute which provides a fixed term 
for the office, the governor has nol 
the power of removal of an officer 
during the term for which he was ap 
pointed.” : 

Passing upon the question as to 
whether the office of chairman of the 
state highway board, as created by 
the legislature, is for a fixed tenure 
of office, the court held: 

“Upon a proper construction, the 
act approved the 18th day of August, 
1919, as amended by the act approved 
the 10th day of August, 1921, provides 
for the office of chairman of the state 
highway board to be filled by ap- 
pointment by the governor, and that 
the appointees to such offjce ‘shall 
have definite and fixed terms of of- 
fice.”

TUBERCULOSIS ARTHRITIS. 

In a thousand cases of chronic ar- 
thritis (joint inflammation) caused 
by infection of the boneg and c:her 
jcint structures bv the tuberculosis 
bacillus, receiving treatment in the 
Hospital for Ruptured and Crippled, 
New York, the joints affected are as 
follows: Spine, 375 cases; hip, 340 
cases; knee, 215 cases; ankle or 
small bones of the foot, 45 cases; el- 
bow, 12 cases; wrist, nine cases; 
shoulder, four cases. 

Tuberculosis of the spine, which ap- 
pears to be the most frequent of 
joint, or bone tuberculosis, affects 
both the joints between. the bones 
(vertebrae) and the bodies of the ver- 
tebrae. It is commonly called Pott’s 
disease, and physicians sometimes re- 
fér to it as caries of the spine, which | 
is a crude term handed down from 
the benighted past when the doctors 
didn’t know what tuberculosis was. 
Caries means “rottenness,” and there 
is nothing like that in tuberculosis 
| arthritis or any other form of tuber- 
culosis, to the intelligent mind. 

The deformity nontularly known as 
“hunchback” is in most cases the re- 
sult of tuberculosis of the spine in 
childheod, but this is generally pre- 
ventable if the disease is recognized 
in its eafly stage and the child given 
the proper care and treatment. There

STILL DENY CRIME 


Newnan, Ga, May 21.—(Special.) 
Local officers and postoffice inspec- 
tors continued their grilling here to-

Whittle denied being even in the 
eommunity the day of the mufder, de- 
claring he had harnessed his mule 
early in the morning of the murder 
and had driven to College Park.. 

From College Park he said he 
boarded a streetcar for Atlanta and 
filled a business engagement with a 
man on Peters street. He was un- 
able to give the name of the man. He 
returned to his home about 7 or 8 
o’clock that night, he said, and was 
told of the murder by a country ped- 
dler whom he passed on the road. His 
home, he said, was about four miles 
from the secluded spot in a swamp 
‘where Langston’s body was’ found by 
a negress. 

The two suspects have been asked 
to affirm or deny statements made 
by a number of witnesses which 
linked the two men with the slaying 
and brought about. their. arrest. 
Names of the witnesses are being 
withheld. One of the star witnesses 
is said to have stated that the rural 
mail carrier was killed with a maul 
and an ax, the maul beine thrown 
into Morning creek, a short distance 
from Kite lake.

tive in an automobile manufacturing 
concern, will pace the thirteenth in- 
ternational 500-mile race to be held at 
the Indianapolis Motor speedway Sat- 
areay May 30, it was announced to- 
ay. 

Captain Rickenbacker will lead the 
starters around for the first lap in a 
car of his own make. 

It will be no unusual sensation for 
Rickenbacker to sweep out of the 
wide turn into the home stretch and 
bring the vanguard of cars across the 
tape for the red starting flag at a 
dizzy clip. 

For Rickenbacker was ever known 
as one of the strongest-hearted denizens 
of speed camps in the days when he 
drove racing cars. Veterans of_be- 
fore-the-war days recall how he would 
fight to the last inch fér an advan- 
tage in the race, giving no quarter and 
aceepting none. 

Made Great Records. 


He was one of the most daring pl- 
lots ever to grasp a steering wheel 
and made marvelous records in inferi- 
orcars. It is recorded that he broke’ 
up three cars in one day, going back 
to the wheel of a new car:‘each time 
misfortune threw him into the ditch. 

“ Riekenbacker was preparing for an 


automobile race. the day he anewered 
the call to colors as America entered 


the war. He never has driven in an 
automebile race since. 

For a few weeks he drove General 
John Pershing’s car in France, being 
a member of the first contingent of 
American soldiers to cross the At- 
lantic. Soon, however, he was trans- 
ferred.to the aviation corps, where he 
became in turn organizer of aviation 
camps, master mechanic, tutor, tsudent 
then crack flying fighter of the Amer- 
ican corps, spending more time over 
the enemy lines than any other 
Yankee pilot and bringing down more 
planes than any of his fellow fliers. 

Rickenbacker, with all his years of 
racing experience, is expected to 
bring the field down the stretch in aj 
most colorful start. The Indianaw- 
olis race is noted for its promptness 
in starting and when the hour of 10 
o’clock arrives Rickenbacker will start 
the pace lap followed by the entire 
field of starters.

that “we are told we can’t zet a bond 
issue and with the present program 
we are getting no where. In‘ six years’ 
we have built but 650- miles haw 
surface reads ‘in the. state.’ How et 
we get anywhere ‘this: way?” he asked. 
He proposed that: the counties trade 
with the highway’ department and 
turn over their forces of convicts to 
build the roads in: the various coun- 
ties, whicli can be done, he said, at a 
small cost te the counties.

TRANSPLANTING. 

“We must rot forget our vege- 
tables,” remarked Mr. Burbank. 
“Most of them are started, but they 
need a watchful eye at this season. 
Not only must the seeds be induced to 
sprout promptly, but the plant must 
be kept growing constantly.” 

“There are still seeds to sow and 
vegetables to transplant,” [ said. 

“Yes.” said Mr. Burbank, “tender 
plants like peppers, egg plants, toma- 
toes, corn, beans and rhubarb should

The better 
way is to place the plants in the pre- 
pared places, and cover the _ roots 
witlt a ‘portion of the soil, pressed 
down firmly. Then fill the space with 
water and when it has soaked away 
cover with the remainder of the dry 
soil,, settled down very loosely and 
gently, leaving a fine dry surface as 
a mulch about the plant...
